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CONSTITUTION OF THE WAKEFIELD HIGH SCHOOL 
STUDENT COOPERATIVE ASSOCIATION 


Article I—Name 


The name of this organization shall be the Wakefield 
High School Student Cooperative Association. 


Article II—Purpose 


The purpose of the Wakefield High School Student Co- 
operative Association and its governing body shall be to 
provide for the effective transaction of all matters con- 
cerning the student body of Wakefield High School and to 
provide opportunities for student participation in all of 
the activities at Wakefield High School. 


Article III—Membership 


The voting membership of the Wakefield High School 
Student Cooperative shall include all students during the 
regular session, 


Article IV—Governing Body 
The governing body of the Wakefield High School Stu- 
dent Cooperative Association shall be known as the Wake- 
field High School Assembly, hereinafter referred to as 
the Assembly. It shall be composed of the Administrative 
Officers, the various Cabinet Officers, and the Class 
Representatives. 


Section 1. Administrative Offices 

The administrative offices shall consist of a president, 
vice president, recording secretary, and a corresponding 
secretary. 


Clause 1. Qualifications 

In order to be eligible for office, the administrative can- 
didates must have a combined average of their last mid- 
term final grades of not less than “C” with no failures, 
and must be in good standing with the Wakefield faculty 
and student body. The Administrative Officers must be 
members of the junior and/or senior class during their 
tenure of office with the exception of the vice president, 
who must be a member of the junior class. 
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Clause 2. Officers 


1. 
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President—The powers and duties of the President 

Shall be as follows: 

a. To preside over all meetings of the Assembly, 

b. To bring to the attention of the Assembly all 
matters which require Assembly action, 

c. To make a report to the student body of the 
Assembly actions and discussions as often as 
the Assembly deems necessary, 

d. To veto any action proposed by the Assembly, 

e. To appoint committee chairmen with the ap- 
proval of the Assembly, 

f. То fill vacancies by a temporary appointment, 
subject to two-thirds approval of the Assembly, 
until the Assembly shall decide whether or not 
to hold a special election to fill the vacancy; 

к. To call special meetings of the Assembly; and 

h. To serve as an ex-officio member of all com- 
mittees. 


Vice President— The powers and duties of the Vice 

President shall be as follows: 

a. To preside over the Assembly in the absence of 
the President, 

b. To coordinate the activities of the various cabi- 
net officers, 

c. To keep the student calendar of student events 
and activities, 

d. To assign places of meeting and to consult with 
the administration to avoid conflicts, and 

€. To act as President if there is a vacancy due to 
death, resignation or removal from office, until 
a special election is held to fill the vacancy. 

Recording Secretary— The powers and duties of the 

Recording Secretary shall be as follows: 

a. To keep records of all Assembly meetings and 
to make them available for examination by stu- 
dents and faculty, 

b. To place these records on permanent file at the 
end of each school term, and 

c. To collect duplicate copies of the proceedings of 
Assembly committee meetings and to place these 
records in the permanent files of the Assembly.

4. Corresponding Secretary—The ponens and duties of 
the Corresponding Secretary shall be as follows: 
а. "To take charge of and be responsible for all 
Assembly correspondence, and 
b. To place duplicate copies of the correspondence 
in the permanent files of the Assembly. 


Section 2. The Cabinet Offices 


The Cabinet Offices shall consist of the Secretary of 
Finance, the Secretary of Clubs and Service Organizations, 
the Secretary of Social Activities, the Secretary of Public 
Relations and Publications, the Secretary of Safety and 
Welfare, and the Secretary of Athletic and Forensic 
Activities, The Assembly shall have the power to create 
new cabinet offices as the need arises and to abolish 
existing cabinet offices. 


Clause 1. Qualifications 

In order to be eligible for office, the cabinet officers 
must have a combined average of their last mid-term 
final grades of not less than “С” with no failures, and 
must be in good standing with the Wakefield faculty and 
student body. The Cabinet Officers must be members of 
the sophomore, junior, and/or senior class. 


Clause 2. Officers 


1. Secretary of Finance— The duties and powers of the 
Secretary of Finance shall be as follows: 
а. To keep financial records of income and ex- 
penditures, 
b. To prepare a budget for Student Cooperative 
Association activities, 
е. To attend all school Finance Committee meet- 


ings, as long as such a committee is in existence 
in the school. 


2. Secretary of Clubs and Service Organizations—The 
duties and powers of the Secretary of Clubs and 

Service Organizations shall be as follows: 

a. To register all clubs and service organizations 
that have a faculty sponsor, 

b. To foster and promote the formation of new 
clubs and service organizations, 
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c. To provide a program of orientation for the in- 
coming students, and с а uix 

d. To encourage student participation in all school 
service activities. 


Secretary of Social Activities—The duties and

b. To provide for the direction of all drives initiated 
by the Assembly; and 

c. To execute the Assembly-approved plans for im- 
proving the Wakefield student conduct. 


Secretary of Athletic and Forensic Activities—The 
duties and powers of the Secretary of Athletic and 
Forensic Activities shall be as follows: 
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a. To execute an Assembly-approved plan for the 
selection of cheerleaders; and 

b. To promote and arrange for student activities 
associated with student participation as specta- 
tors in interscholastic events. 


Section 3. Class Representatives 

There shall be representatives elected by the respective 
classes to the Assembly. The first year there shall be five 
representatives to the Assembly from each class; in suc- 
ceeding years the number for each class shall be deter- 
mined by the Assembly. 


Clause 1. Qualifications 
In order to be eligible for office the class representatives 
must have a combined average of the last mid-term final 
grades of not less than “С” with no failures and must be 
Ingo standing with the Wakefield faculty and student 
body. 
Clause 2. Powers and Duties 
The powers and duties of the Class Representatives 
shall be as follows: 
a. To represent an equitable number of students 
to be determined by his class president, 
b. To keep this number of students informed on 
all matters before the Assembly, and 
e. To report to the Assembly all the suggestions 
In reactions made by this same group of stu- 
ents. 


Section 4. Elections 

All Assembly officers shall be elected for a tenure of 
one year by a simple majority vote by a democratic process 
of nomination and election to be determined by the out- 
going body. Officers may be re-elected. 
Section 5. Nomination 

Nominations may be made by the governing body, by 
petition of at least fifty voters, and/or by political parties. 
Section 6. Meetings 

The Assembly shall meet regularly. The first year the 
Assembly shall meet at least once a week after school 
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hours. In succeeding years the outgoing Assembly shall 
determine the time of meeting. 


Clause 1. Quorum 
A quorum of more than one-half the membership of the 
Assembly must be present to transact business. 


Clause 2. Spring Meeting J а 
The newly elected Assembly shall meet in the Spring 
preceding its term of office for an organizational meeting. 


Section 7. Referendum 
The student body shall have the power of referendum 
upon petition of 10 per cent of the student body. 


Section 8. Removal 

By a two-thirds vote of the Assembly a member may be 
removed from office for failure to maintain the standards 
of his office. 


Clause 1. Automatic Removal 

A member shall be automatically removed if he fails 
to maintain at each reporting period a "C" average with 
no failures. 


Section 9. Recall 
The student body shall have the power of recall upon 
the petition of ten per cent of the voting body or of the 
class concerned. 
Article V—Class Offices 


Class offices and home room offices shall consist of 
President, Vice President, Secretary, and Treasurer. 


Section 1. Qualifications 

The respective class sponsors shall select a committee 
on elections and qualifications of officers, АП class of- 
ficers shall be elected by a simple majority in an election 
conducted in the democratic processes. 

Article VI—Sponsors 

A committee elected by the incoming Assembly will 
meet with the principal to select the Assembly sponsor or 
sponsors for the following term. 
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Section 1. Term of Office 
The sponsor or sponsors of the Assembly shallserve а 
two year term and shall be subject to one reappointment. 


Section 2. Vacancies 

In ease a vacancy occurs in the sponsor position, the 
process for the selection of sponsors shall be the same as 
for a new term. 


Article VII—Interpretation Committee 

. The Interpretation Committee shall consist of the follow- 
ing members: two seniors and one student from each of 
the remaining classes to be appointed by their respective 
class presidents, subject to the approval of the Assembly; 
two members of the Social] Studies department; and the 
Sponsor or Sponsors of the Assembly; and the principal 
of Wakefield High School. 

Section 1. The Powers and Duties 

The powers and duties of the Interpretation Committee 

shall be as follows: 

1. To elect a permanent chairman and secretary from 
its membership. 

2. To make final interpretation of this Constitution 
upon presentation of a written request signed by a 
faculty member. 

3. To meet within two weeks of presentation of a 
written request. 

Section 2. Secretary of the Interpretation Committee 

The secretary of the Interpretation Committee shall 

keep a record of all meetings and place them in a per- 
manent file at the end of each school term. 

Article VIII—By-Laws 

The Assembly, class officers and homeroom officers 

shall have the power to establish by-laws for their re- 
spective groups so long as these by-laws do not conflict 
with this Constitution. 

Article IX—Amendment 


An amendment may be made to this Constitution by two- 
thirds approval of the voting body. A proposed amend- 
ment shall be presented to the voting body: (1) upon 
presentation of a petition of ten percent of the voting 
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роду with a faculty member's signature, or (2) on ap- 
proval of two-thirds of the Assembly. 
Article X—Ratification ' 
This Constitution shall become effective upon ratifica- 
tion by sixty per cent of the voting body of the Wake- 
field High School Student Cooperative Association. 
AMENDMENTS TO THE CONSTITUTION 
Article I 
The President shall have the power to veto any action of 
the Assembly subject to overrule by a % vote of those 
Assembly members present and voting. 
Article II 
Section 1. Secretary of Public Relations 
The powers and duties of the Secretary of Publie Rela- 
tions shall be as follows: 
1. To provide for press releases of student activities to 
local and school newspapers, and 
2. To acquaint the student body with other school news- 
papers. 
Section 2. Secretary of Intra-School Publicity 
The powers and duties of the Secretary of Intra-School 
publicity shall be as follows: 
1. To provide for the publication of the Student Direc- 
tory and the Student Handbook. | А 
To be responsible for S.C.A. bulletin board displays, 
To assign use of bulletin board space, 
To provide for the use of all display cases, 
To approve all displays in authorized areas, and 
To provide for the necessary communication of daily 
announcements. 
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Article III 
A member of the assembly shall be automatically re- 
moved if he fails to maintain a *C" average with no fail- 
ures, This is not a cumulative average, but refers to each 
quarter's grades. 
Article IV 
The student body shall have the right of petition of 
initiative upon presentation of a petition of 10 per cent

of the voting body or 20 per cent of the class concerned. 
The Assembly, when such a petition is presented, shall re- 
port publieally to the entire student body the nature of 
the question within a two-week period after receiving the 
petition. Moreover, during the same two-week period the 
Assembly shall vote on the motion of the petition and 
shall report back to the entire student body the result 
of its vote. 
HISTORY 

Wakefield High School began its first year of operation 
in September 1953. Since then it has grown from a new 
and little-known school to a school of quality and repu- 
tation. The first student government, the change to the 
present form, the year that the Wakefield football team 
beat Washington-Lee, the year our basketball team won 
the State Championship, the many citizenship and scho- 
lastic awards that the school has received, the estab- 
lishment and growth of clubs and honor societies, and 
Wakefield's accreditation — are but a few of the high 
points of Wakefield's history which have aided in mak- 
ing our school outstanding not only in the minds of the 
students but in the minds of all those who have observed 
our facilities, staff, and opportunities which afford all 
students participation in a well-rounded school program. 

The school received its name from George Washington's 
birthplace in Westmoreland County, Virginia. Wake- 
field has grown from a school of approximately 1500 in 
1953 to an estimated enrollment of 2130 in 1961. Our 
teaching staff has grown to more than 130. 

For the past seven years the S.C.A. of Wakefield has 
submitted a written report on the activities of the school 
student government to the Freedom's Foundation. This 
foundation is a patriotie educational organization which 
sponsors a program to promote an interest and under- 
standing in the American way of life; it gives awards 
to various schools, authors, composers, ministers, and 
legislators each year. Approximately 32 thousand entries 
are received from schools each year, and about two hun- 
dred of these receive an award; Wakefield has won an 
award five times. 

SCHOOL DAY 
The school day will begin for students at 8:15 and con- 
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tinue until 2:47 on regular schedule and 2:49 on activity 
schedule. Buses will begin picking up students at 7:30. On 
fair-weather days students will not be admitted into the 
building until 8:05. 

Buses will remain for five minutes after the closing of 
school before departing, All students are urged to plan 
their afternoon activities so that they may be ready to 
depart on schedule. Late buses will provide transporta- 
tion for students remaining after the close of school 
for intramurals, clubs, etc. These buses will leave at 4:10. 

ATTENDANCE 

Absence from school is one of the main factors causing 
failure of students in their subjects. Good attendance 
and good attendance procedures are, therefore, very im- 
portant. 

Attendance will be recorded and reported in each home- 
room and class for the opening days of school, The cen- 
tral attendance procedures will begin the third week in 
September. 

The roll will be taken in each class immediately follow- 
ing the tardy bell. Period by period the lists of absentees 
will be checked against homeroom absences for that day. 
If a student is reported absent from one class when he 
has been noted present earlier, his home will be contacted 
immediately. 

Tf an absence is anticipated, it is urged that to stu- 
dent bring the request note from home the day prior to 
absence. This note should be taken to the student's coun- 
selor in the cafeteria before 8:10 in the morning to be 
approved. 

No student is allowed to leave the school during the day 
without permission from the office. When permission has 
been granted, the student will sign out at the attendance 
office. Exceptions to signing out are clinic cases and 
holders of lunch passes. 

Names of students in the clinic will be sent to the at- 
tendance office to prevent misunderstanding when a stu- 
dent is reported absent by his class teacher. 

Students must remember their excuse notes the day im- 
mediately following their absence. The note must be taken 
to the student's counselor in the cafeteria as soon as the 
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student arrives at school, Failure to comply with this 
regulation will result in referral to the appropriate divi- 
sion director. The counselor will issue the admittance 
card. It is the student's responsibility to present his ad- 
mittance card to each teacher for his signature. 

There are two important things to remember about 
attendance: 

(1) Be in school unless you are sick, or there is a 
death in your family, or there is an emergency situation 
beyond your control. Make every effort to have doctor or 
dental appointments after school hours. 

(2) Be on time. 

TARDINESS 

Students are expected to report to school and to class 
on time, If a student is detained at home, he must bring 
a note signed by his parent explaining the reason for his 
tardiness. 

If a student is tardy to school, he must report to the 
attendance secretary in the cafeteria from 8:15 to 8:20. 
If he arrives after 8:20, he must report to the attendance 
office. 

А student may be required to serve detention or to have 
his grade lowered for the day if he has an unexcused 
tardiness to any class. Repeated tardiness will be re- 
ferred to the division directors for action. If a student 
has a note from a teacher excusing his tardiness, it must 
be cleared through the attendance secretary before the 
student goes to class. 

WITHDRAWAL OR TRANSFER FROM SCHOOL 

When a student desires to withdraw or transfer from 
school he must observe the following procedure: present 
a note from his parent or guardian to the registrar stat- 
ing the reason for the withdrawal or transfer; see that a 
form which will be given to him is signed by all the 
staff members concerned with his school program; see 
that all books and school equipment are returned in good 
shape; and return the signed withdrawal form to the 
registrar who will give him his transferral card. 

TRANSPORTATION 
Students who live outside the one and one-half mile 
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radius of the school building will be transported by county 
school buses free of charge. 

Students are expected to maintain their best behavior 
while in transit to and from school. The bus drivers are 
in complete charge of the total group, and any disciplin- 
ary problems originating on these buses will be directed 
to the principal’s office. 


LUNCH PASSES 

Any student living within a block or two of school and 
desiring to go home for lunch may do so if he presents a 
note from his parent to his division director requesting 
permission. 

When this note is approved a lunch pass is issued to the 
student, The student may not go home in his car; he may 
not leave the grounds of school at lunch time unless he 
has his lunch pass, Passes are issued for one year only, 
and must be renewed each September. 


AUTOMOBILES 

For your own benefit in case of emergency, all cars 
driven to school should be registered in the office. Stu- 
dents will be expected to park in the student parking area 
or on the streets adjacent to the school, When parking on 
these side streets they should consider the home-owner 
and avoid inconveniencing him. Cars parked in the stu- 
dent parking lot must be parked perpendicular to the fence 
or to tha road. No car, at any time, should block another 
car in the lot. | 

Except in case of special permission from the office, 
students are not to drive or to sit in automobiles during 
school hours or lunch periods.

Air Raid and Fire Drills will be held at different times 
during school days so that emergency conditions are ap- 
proximated and so that students will receive this training 
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in all class situations. Students should carefully follow 
instructions given by staff members, Detailed instructions 
are posted in all classrooms. 


LOCKERS 


Hall lockers are available for storing personal and 
school property of the student. Locker combinations are 
issued ie the homeroom teacher. No deposit fee will be 
charged for the use of this facility, however, periodic 
locker inspections will be held. and any damage resulting 
from other than normal use will be charged to the student. 

Damage to lockers should be reported at once. Pictures 
or mirrors should not be put in lockers, Each student 
is responsible for his own locker. 

LIBRARY 

The Wakefield High School Library is open from 7:30 
A.M. to 4.00 Р.М. Pupils who hold Senior Merit Cards may 
enter the library any time during the school day by pre- 
senting the merit card to the attendant at the library and 
by signing the Merit Card Attendance sheet at the door. 
Books may be checked out at the circulation desk by 
signing one’s signature and homeroom section. 

Wakefield High School Library has over 12,000 volumes 
and subscribes to over 100 periodicals. There are up to- 
date information and vocational files, college catalogs, 
and maps available for student use. 

SCHOOL BANK 

The school bank is located on the second floor next to 
room 237 and is open for service before and during home- 
room period. The current dividend rate is 4%. 

Fifty cents will open a student’s account, and his funds 
will be insured up to $10,000. Balances of $5.00 and over 
earn a semi-annual dividend on December 31 and June 30, 
Funds deposited between the first and tenth of each month 
will earn dividends for the entire month. 

The entire personnel of the Thrift System is bonded, and 
the facilities for handling your accounts include a fire- 
proof walk-in vault and a burglar-proof safe. During the 
summer months, business transactions may be made at the 
office of our sponsor, the First Federal Savings and Loan 
Association, 3211 South Columbia Pike. 
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SCHOOL STORE 

The school store, located on the first floor across from 
the office, is sponsored by a staff member and operated 
by students All necessary supplies, such as pencils, 
paper, and notebooks are available. Such articles as 
pins and pennants are also for sale. Prices of these items 
have been established in order to save money for the stu- 
dents, as well as to provide a slight profit for the general 
fund of the school. The store is open during the regular 
school day and for short periods before and after school. 

LOST AND FOUND 

The Lost and Found, operated by a student organization 
and located in room 147, will be opened at certain times 
during the day in order that students may turn in or claim 
misplaced articles. 

All lost articles should be turned into the Lost and 
Found as soon as possible or, if it is not open, to the 
main office. 

Because lost articles are transferred to the Arlington 
County Police Department after 30 days, students are 
urged to claim lost articles immediately. 

ASSEMBLIES 


Assemblies, an important, informative part of student 
activity, will be held on Tuesdays, Three all-school as- 
semblies are planned for this year: a Thanksgiving as- 
sembly and two awards assemblies, The rest of the as- 
semblies will be held on a grade level basis. Assemblies 
are arranged by the division director in charge of the 
grade concerned. 

Students wishing to use the auditorium must obtain a 
written permission slip in the office. A faculty member 
must be present at all times when a student group is us- 
ing the facilities. Coordinators of assemblies which re- 
quire special features such as multiple microphones and 
special lighting should give 24-hour notice to Mr. John 
Johnson. After school and evening use of the lighting and 
sound effect facilities require two weeks notice. The light- 
ing cage and related areas are not to be approached by 
any but authorized personnel. 

CLINIC 
The clinic is located in room 206 and is provided for the 
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use and welfare of the students of the school, A regis- 
tered nurse, a nurse's aid, parent and student volunteer 
help will give emergency first aid and care for injury or 
sudden illness. They are not able to give aspirin to any 
student. 

Should a student become ill during the school day, he 
should report this illness to his teacher who will give him 
a referral slip to the clinic, where the extent of his ill- 
ness may be determined. If it is necessary for the student 
to be excused from school, the nurse will contact the 
m and make arrangements to transport him to his 

ome, 


GUIDANCE SERVICES 


Guidance counselors for each grade level are available 
for conferences concerning scholastie problems, subject 
choice, vocational possibilities, and college selection, In 
order to accomplish these tasks, counselors: 1) give apti- 
tude and vocational tests and help teachers coordinate 
group testing; 2) keep up-to-date records of withdrawals 
and graduates; 3) aid homeroom teachers in scheduling; 
and 4) aid the student in his college choice or in select- 
ing a part-time or permanent job. 

A placement counselor, in addition to carrying out reg- 
ular counseling duties, maintains close contact with busi- 
ness and industrial firms in order to aid students seek- 
ing employment. 

SCHOLARSHIPS 

Students who are interested in scholarships should 
begin to investigate the possibilities early in the school 
year. It is often necessary for scholarship applicants to 
take the College Board Exams in December or January. 
Seniors should inquire about scholarships at the colleges 
they are interested in attending and they should consult 
the catalogs of those colleges for information pertaining 
to scholarships. There are also reference books on schol- 
arships available in the school library. 

It is wise to investigate national scholarship oppor- 
tunities such as those offered in the General Motors Na- 
tional Scholarship program and the Naval ROTC program. 
The guidance counselors will have information on these 
programs and many others, and will keep those students, 
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who indicate an interest, posted on these possibilities. 
Current literature (newspapers and magazines) often 
contains articles pertaining to scholarships, particularly 
those awarded on a national scale. 

Finally, students seeking financial assistance should 
investigate loan possibilities. Many colleges have loan 
funds which are virtually untapped. 


SCHOLARSHIP FUND 


The Scholarship Fund, sponsored by the Student As- 
sembly, provides $400.00 to help a deserving student de- 
fray part of the expenses of his first year in a post high 
school education program of his choice. The recipient of 
this scholarship is chosen from written applications and 
interviews. A screening committee, composed of two sen- 
ior counselors, the Principal, the Assistant Principals, 
and the S.C.A. Sponsor, makes the final choice. Money 
for this scholarship is raised by voluntary contributions 
from Wakefield student clubs and individuals. 

REQUIREMENTS FOR GRADUATION 

In 1959, the State of Virginia made certain changes in 
the requirements for graduation, requiring twenty units 
instead of the sixteen formerly required and including 
courses taken in the eighth grade, Within the twenty 
units, all students are required to include the following: 
English 5 Va. & U.S. History 1 
Mathematies 2 Va. & U.S. Government 1 
Laboratory Science 2* Additional units selected 
U.S. History & Geography 1 from a specific program 4 
World Geography & Civics ^ Additional Electives З 

or World History 1 

* General Science may be counted as one unit, 

In addition to the twenty units, the equivalent of 3 
years of health and physical education in junior high school 
and 2 in high school are required. 

REPORT CARDS 


Report cards are issued every 9 weeks. Notices are 
sent home between report periods if students do not work 
up Ly capacity or if they fail below their usual level of 
work. 
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The cards are marked according to the County grading 
system as follows:

HONOR STUDY HALLS 


Organized as part of the Student Cooperative Associa- 
tion, honor study halls are available to all students who 
have attained sufficient maturity in self-discipline to study 
seriously and successfully by themselves. Students may 
apply who have demonstrated their desire and their a- 
bility to pursue individual research, to work on individual 
projects, and to plan for themselves the constructive 
utilization of a period of time, toward the attainment of 
definite goals. 


Honor study halls may be organized on a grade level 
basis to constitute small diseussion groups under the 
guidance of certain subject departments. 

Procedures for implementing are the responsibility of 
the Student Assembly. 


SENIOR CLASS RINGS 


Juniors who have received for mid-term grades a "D" 
or better in all subjects necessary for promotion, may 
order their Senior Class Rings in February. These rings 
will be delivered at the end of May. 


For those not desiring to order rings in February, there 
will be another opportunity in the spring and at the end 
of summer school to place orders, 


The rings have been manufactured by Herff-Jones in two 
styles—open and closed back. The open back rings cost 
$14.58 for girls and $17.35 for boys including tax. The 
closed back rings cost approximately two dollars more. A 
selection in the type of stone is available—cut or smooth, 
and the color of all stones is green. 
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STUDENT EXPENSES 

The following expenses apply to most students: 

Class Dues: The amount will be approximately $2.50 
for. sophomores and juniors, which will include a sub- 
scription to the school newspaper and representation in 
the yearbook. Senior dues will be about $5.50, which will 
cover rental of cap and gown, elass picture, subscription 
to the newspaper, and representation in the yearbook. 

Club '62, '63, or '64 Dues: The amount will be approxi- 
mately $1.50 and will cover admission to the one or two 
dances sponsored by the particular club. 

School Insurance: This insurance costs approximately 
$2.25 and provides accident coverage for the regular schoo] 
day and a reasonable time before and after school. Hospital 
and medical expenses are included. 

Yearbook: The Starstone fee is $5.50 for seniors and 
$4.50 for juniors and sophomores, 

Senior Rings: The price for Senior Class Rings ranges 
from $15.00 to $20.00, 

Physical Education Fee: This fee is $4.50 per semester 
for towel service. Gym suits, socks, shoes, and sweat 
s must also be bought by those students who need 

em. 

Club Dues: These dues will vary with the clubs; this 
m involves only those students who join the various 
clubs. 


JOB PLACEMENT 


The co-operative training programs at Wakefield are 
school sponsored and promoted by local business organi- 
zations to train juniors and seniors for specific occupa- 
tions and professions. Each program meets the need of 
the student who plans to continue the study of his chosen 
field in college, or become engaged in an occupation im- 
mediately after graduation. Students, 16 years old and 
older, work a minimum of 15 hours each week and earn 
a salary offered any other beginning employee, 

The three co-operative training programs offered at 
Wakefield are Distributive Education (D.E.), Vocational 
Office Training (V.O.T.), and Industrial Cooperative 
Training (LC.T.). D.E. covers the areas of retail, whole- 
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sale, and service fields, V.O.T. is composed of twelfth 
grade students having good skills in typewriting, short- 
hand, or bookkeeping. 1.C.T. offers a variety of occupation- 
al training, and is open to eleventh and twelfth grade stu- 
dents who desire to work as any of the following: nurse's 
aid, beautician, dental assistant, auto mechanic, draftsman, 
printer, optican mechanic, and sheet-metal worker. 

The student in the co-operative training program at- 
tends school for a minimum of three hours, taking the 
required courses for his grade level and one elective. He 
receives eredit for the courses he takes during school 
and two credits for on-the-job training. 

VISITORS AND SCHOOL GUIDES 

Wakefield is open to visitors most of the time, Excep- 
tions are during the Онт when mid-year and final 
examinations are being held, and on snow make-up days. 

Parents are welcome to visit the school, meet the teach- 
ers, and observe methods of instructions. Visitors are en- 
couraged to call the office and make arrangements во 
that official Wakefield Guides may be provided and visitors' 
passes issued. 

PUBLICATIONS 

There are three publications at Wakefield: The Star- 
stone, our yearbook, the Signal, the school paper, and the 
Pendulum, Wakefield's literary magazine. 

The Starstone was named after the tiny star-shaped 
stones found at Wakefield, birthplace of George Wash- 
ington. The yearbook is published annually and is de- 
signed as a record and memory of school life at Wake- 
field. It is ordered in the fall or winter months and is 
delivered before school is out. Students interested in be- 
ing members of the Starstone staff should see the year- 
book advisors. 

The Signal is published every two weeks and is included 
in the fee a student pays for class dues. 

The Pendulum is designed to give students an oppor- 
tunity to publish their poems, short stories, and general 
literary or artistic works. АП students are invited to 
contribute material to the Pendulum individually or 
through their English classes. The Pendulum is published 
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several times during the school year and copies may be 
purchased as they are published. 


FINANCIAL SYSTEM 


Revenue from all school affairs (athletics, drama, 
music, publications) is deposited in a general fund from 
which all school activities are financed. These funds are 
dispersed upon approval of the student-faculty committee. 
This committee is composed of the Principal, Assistant 
Principal, School Treasurer, Athletic Director, four fac- 
ulty members, Secretary of Finance of the Assembly, and 
one student from each grade. This committee, which 
meets regularly every two weeks, must also approve all 
student activity budgets. 


TRADITIONS 


Wakefield Warriors, flying their colors of green and 
white, have established many school customs in Wake- 
field's eight-year existence. The following traditions are 
all a part of Wakefield’s school year and provide much 
fun for everyone. 

The Wakefield-W-L Pep Rally is held the night before 
the big Wakefield-W-L football game. The bonfire is 
lighted, and clubs parade their gaily decorated floats and 
give skits. 

The Homecoming Dance, sponsored by the Student As- 
sembly, is held the night after our last football game. 
The Homecoming Queen is crowned and reigns at the 
dance with her court: one junior and one sophomore 
attendant. Candidates for queen and attendants are first 
selected by the football team. The student body makes 
the final selection. 

Green ana White Day is the day of the Wakefield-W-L 
football game. Everyone wears green and white to dis- 
play school spirit. 

Christmas traditions are numerous. The week before 
Christmas is quite hectic for homerooms and clubs. The 
school sponsors a door, transom, and Christmas basket 
decoration contest. Wakefield’s halls are colorful and 
cheerful as homerooms display their decorations, The food 
in the beautifully decorated Christmas baskets is given 
to needy families for Christmas.

The Alumni Dance is held during the Christmas holi- 
days and is attended by seniors and past graduates and 
their dates. It is sponsored by the Student Assembly and 
was started in 1956. 


The Junior-Senior Game is a basketball game between 
junior and senior boys who are not on either the Varsity 
or Junior Varsity teams. Junior and senior cheerleading 
tryouts are held for those girls interested in cheering 
at the game. 


The Y-Sing, sponsored by the Y-Council, is held one 
evening in April and may be attended by anyone, free of 
charge. Most of the Hi-Y’s and Tri-Hi-Y's prepare two 
songs for this event and compete for top singing posi- 
tions. First, second, and third places are awarded in both 
the Hi-Y and the Tri-Hi-Y divisions. 

Bermuda Day is held in May and is sponsored by the 
Student Assembly, Everyone buys bermuda licences for 
$.50. This license allows a student to wear bermudas to 
school on that day and to attend the bermuda hop after 
school, All profits from Bermuda Day are put in the 
Foreign Exchange Fund. 

Wakefield Day, started six years ago, is sponsored by 
the school and local stores and agencies. Clubs have booths 
in order to earn money; food, games, and items for sale 
are everywhere. An art exhibit is held in the library and 
a fashion show in the auditorium. "Miss Wakefield" is 
crowned at the Moonlight Dance which is held on the 
tennis courts that night. The name of one candidate for 
“Miss Wakefield" is turned in by each homeroom a few 
weeks before Wakefield Day. These candidates are then 
judged on appearance by several adult judges; twelve 
semi-finalists are selected. At the Moonlight Dance, “Miss 
Wakefield” and two members of her court are chosen. 

The Yearbook Signing Party is sponsored by the senior 
class. This gay party is held in June and provides an op- 
portunity for seniors to sign each other's yearbooks. 

The Senior Prom and the Junior Prom are held in late 
May and early June. They are the last dances of the year 
and each is attended by practically all the members of that 
class. Juniors clean up after the Senior Prom and sopho- 
mores after the Junior Prom. 
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Senior Day is sponsored by the senior class and is held 
in June. All seniors have permission to skip, and do skip. 
A pienie is held in the afternoon and a hop (for seniors 


only) is usually held on the tennis courts that night. 
DANCE POLICY 


Because of the greatly-increasing number of dances, а 
dance policy was established last year. 

This policy has limited the number of dances held this 
year to eleven. There will be two senior dances, one junior 
dance, one sophomore dance, two dances sponsored by the 
Student Assembly: the Homecoming and Alumni Dances, 
and five school-wide dances given by school organizations. 
These five dances will probably consist of the Snow Queen 
Ball, the Open Season dance, the Bermuda Day hop, the 
Moonlight Dance, and one other dance. 

A dance screening committee will make the final decision 
in choosing the five dances sponsored by school organi- 
zations, If there is a decided increase in attendance at 
dances this year, this screening committee will provide 
for additional dances next year. 

HONOR SOCIETIES 

Wakefield is fortunate in having many honor societies 
among its activities. The approximate size and require- 
ments for membership for each society are listed below. 

The National Honor Society has about 80 seniors, 30 
juniors, and Б sophomores in its membership. Require- 
ments for membership are a 4.0 average for sophomores, 
a 3.5 average for juniors, and a 3.2 average for seniors. 

Mu Alpha Theta, the Mathematies Honor Society, has 
about 75 members. All active members must have com- 
pleted two semesters of Algebra I and of Geometry and 
received “А” finals in both. They must also be enrolled 
in a fifth semester of academie mathematies and have an 
over-all *B" average. 

The French Honor Society has about 20 members, each 
of whom must have completed 3 to 5 semesters of French 
with а 4.0 average and a 3.5 average in all other academic 
subjects, or must have completed 6 to 7 semesters of 
French with a 3.5 average and a 3.0 average in all other 
academic subjects. 

The German Honor Society, consisting of about 25 stu-

dents, requires all members to have an “A” average in 
German I or an “A” for any one marking period in Ger- 
man II or III. 


The Latin Honor Society has about 35 members, each of 
whom must have completed three semesters of Latin with 
an “A” average in either Latin I or Latin II. 


The Spanish Honor Society, consisting of about 35 mem- 
bers, requires each of them to have completed three 
semesters of Spanish with a “B” average in Spanish and 
an over-all “B” average. 


The Art Honor Society has 35 members who have all 
completed one semester of art with an “A” or “B” average. 


The Quill and Scroll is a literary honor society with 
about 80 members. All of them are juniors or seniors, in 
the upper third of their classes, who have worked on a 
publication staff for at least one semester. 


CLUB PROGRAM 

The club program at Wakefield offers many opportun- 

ities for students to develop and expand their interests, 
social contacts, service in the school and community, and 
active participation in school life. 
The clubs meet after school on specially designated days 
in order to avoid conflicts with other after school activities, 
A new club may be formed by a reasonable number of in- 
terested students and a faculty sponsor, who will in turn 
apply for a charter. All clubs will be represented on the 
Inter-Club Council, an organization headed by the Secre- 
tary of Clubs. The purpose of the Council is to coordinate 
and publicize the activities of the clubs. Its primary 
activity is Club Week, which is held in October, and serves 
to demonstrate the activities of each club and to stimu- 
late interest in them, 

The approximate size and purpose of each club are listed 
below. 

The Art Club has about 15 members who spend one 
afternoon a week in Wakefield’s art department working 
on individual art projects. All art materials are available 
to them free of charge. 


The Biology Club is made up of about 10 students who 
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enjoy biology and wish to study it further. Leaf collec- 
iions and reptile studies are two typieal projects. 


The Cheer Bloc was organized last year as a way to 
improve school spirit. The 150 girls and boys who are 
members wear inexpensive uniforms at the games and 
sit in their cheering section, often displaying flash cards. 


The Chemical Society usually has about 25 members. 
Activities include experimenting in the laboratory, hear- 
ing outstanding speakers, and watching films. 


The Chess Club has about 20 members, all of whom 
are interested in chess. The club is a tough competitor 
in the Northern Virginia Chess League and the Metro- 
politan Area Chess League. 


The Debate Squad has about 10 members, four of whom 
are on the Varsity squad, In the fall the members work 
on case preparations, and in January hold practice de- 
bates. The Northern Virginia Debate League debates are 
held during February and March. 


The D. E. Club is composed of juniors and seniors en- 
rolled in the Distributive Education co-operative training 
program at Wakefield. It has approximately 40 members 
who carry out such projects as holding a fashion show, 
having an employer-employee dinner, and attending the 
district convention. 


The LC.T, Chub has about 35 members, who are all mem- 
bers of the Industrial Cooperative Training program at 
Wakefield. The Т.С.Т. Club sponsors the Snow Queen 
Ball and holds various banquets throughout the year. 

The Future Business Leaders of America is a club com- 
posed of students interested in business. F.B.L.A. pro- 
jects include such things as visiting trust companies and 
presenting an award to the best business student at 
Wakefield, 

The Future Homemakers of America is a national home 
economies club; our chapter has about 30 members. Study- 
ing fashion designs, making Christmas gifts, and taking 
a trip to New York with other Е.Н.А. groups are typical 
projects. 


The Future Teachers of America, organized last year, 
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is composed of about 25 girls interested in becoming 
teachers. Guest speakers attend meetings and the girls 
are given the opportunity to observe and assist in class- 
room teaching. 


The Wakefield Guides Association is composed of about 
35 specially selected students who, under the direction of 
Mrs. Mare, guild all visitors around the school. They also 
orientate new students and act as hosts and hostesses at 
Back-to-School Night, College Night, Baccalaureate, and 
Commencement. 


The Gymnastics Ciub has about 20 members who hold 
regular practices and present routines to the student body 
in tumbling, vaulting, and trampoline. 


The Key Club, consisting of about 35 boys, is a service 
organization, Members are selected on character, leader- 
ship, and scholastic standing. The club is a national or- 
ganization which carries out school and community pro- 
jects. 

The Keyettes, the girls' branch of the Key Club, has 30 
members. Its projects and requirements for membership 
are similar to those of the Key Club. 

The Wakefield Monogram Club's members have all re- 
ceived a school letter and maintained at least a “С” a- 
verage. The only goal of the Monogram Club is to pro- 
mote school spirit. 

The Photography Club has approximately 20 members 
who take pictures at Wakefield dances and other school 
functions. 

The Radio Club consists of a group of boys interested 
in the operation and construction of radios. 

The Wakefield Resque Squad is open to all male stu- 
dents at Wakefield who hold an American National Red 
Cross standard first aid card. The Resque Squad provides 
emergency first aid for the school, performing specific 
duties during fire and air raid drills and special school 
events. 

The Rifle Club has about 40 members who hold matches 
with other schools and enter the N.R.A. competitions. The 
club provides a place for organized target practice and 
training. 
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The Wakefield Rocket Society, known throughout the 
country, has about 25 members; membership is open to 
all students interested in rocketry, electronics, or astron- 
omy. The club constructs rockets, photographs planets 
and the moon, constructs cyclotrons, and operates a radio 
station, 


The Spanish Club consists of students who are all in- 
terested in Spanish, They carry out such projects as visit- 
ing Spanish and Mexican restaurants, Latin American 
embassies, and Lisner Auditorium to see Spanish dancers. 


The Swim Club has about 25 members who practice 
weekly at the Northern Virginia Aquatic Club. The club 
has meets with other high school in the area. 


The Wakefield Thespian Society has about 25 members 
who have all had past acting experience. The Thesjians 
give a presentation at Wakefield Day and put on ylays 
within the group. 


Y-CLUBS 


There are two student service groups in Wakefield's 
club program—HiY's for boys and Tri-Hi-Y's for girls. 
These programs are connected with the Young Men's 
Christian Association. The purpose of these organizations 
is to create, maintain, and extend throughout the home, 
school, and community, high standards of Christian 
character. 


During the past years the Y-Clubs have been proud of 
the numerous projects which they have undertaken. At 
the Awards Assembly held at the conclusion of the school 
year, a Hi-Y and a Tri-Hi-Y club are each presented with 
a competitive symbol of excellence in service to the school. 

Each club is limited to thirty students; a faculty mem- 
ber meets with and advises each club. Each club elects a 
representative to the Y-Council, which co-ordinates the 
activities of the organization. The Council plans the an- 
nual Y-Sing, Christmas basket contest, Y-Picnic, and Y- 
Inductions and presents the trophy to the yest Hi-Y and 
best Tri-Hi-Y at the end of the year. It serves as a link 
between the Arlington Y.M.C.A. and the Y-clubs. 


Any group of students wishing to start a Hi-Y or Tri-

Hi-Y should contact the office for a sponsor, form a con- 
stitution, and apply to the Y-Council for a charter.

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An Aetivities Review Board, composed of the President 
of the Assembly, the Assembly Sponsor, and the respective 
grade Division Directors, will consider possible exceptions 
to these limitations. 


FRATERNITIES AND SORORITIES 


Membership in organizations which are not school- 
approved (secret societies, fraternities, and sororities) is 
prohibited by action of the Arlington County School 
Board. Students who affiliate with such organizations 
will be subject to disciplinary action. This action will in- 
clude: exclusion from participation in athletics, the hold- 
ing of school offices, and the receiving of honors for the 
remainder of the year; and suspension from school until 
the student has given evidence that he is no longer as- 
sociated with the prohibited activity, 


If there is doubt as to membership in such an organiza- 
tion, the parents and student involved will be required 
to sign an affidavit of non-association in a prohibited 
secret activity.
